City’s Fruit

The question of city-owned fruit 
trees in undeveloped areas popped 
up last night at the Ontario City 
Council meeting, but remained 
unanswered despite nalf an hour’s 
discussion. 


It all started when Mrs. L. J. 
Swain appeared to submit a $144 
claim against the city for fruit 
and trees injured when a city 
employe stepped over a boundary 
line while trimming tree limbs 
overhanging South Fern street. 

Councilman Miller Dietz was in 
favor of rejecting the claim. 
“These people have been picking 
the fruit off trees on city prop- 
erty for years. We've never billed 
them for that fruit and I think 
they ought to be satisfied to trade 
us those peaches they lost for the 
ones on our trees.” 


‘Mrs. Swain replied that she and 
her husband have been caring for 
the trees and should have some 
return. 

“Let the trees die,’ said Dietz, 
“they’re not your responsibility.”

500 Killed in 
‘China Explosion 


CANTON (AP)—Approximately 
500 persons were killed or injured 
in the explosion of an ammuni- 
tion ship in the harbor of Takao, 
southeastern Formosa, the offi- 
cial Chinese Central News agency 
said today. 

The agency said ammunition 
was being unloaded from the 
Chinese steamer Chungli. There 
was a huge explosion, which was 
followed quickly by others. 

The whole port city was shaken 
by the blast, which broke nearly 
every window in Takao and caus- 
ed much other damage, _ the 
agency reported. 

Terror spread through the city. 

City Darkened 

Shortly aiter the first blast rip- 
ped through the ship the city was 
darkened by the smoke arising 
from the waterfront. 

The wharf area was a scene of 
destruction, the agency said. 

The official account said about 
three-fourths of the 3,300-ton 
Cungli’s explosive cargo had been 
unloaded when the blasts came. 

Takao was a big Japanese naval 
base during the war. 

(Takao is one of the most im- 
tant ports for the Chinese Na- 
tionalist government on Formosa,

Chairman Connally (D-Tex.) of 
the foreign relations committee 
announced that the combined 
groups approved $211,370,000 for 
Greece and Turkey, and $27,640,- 
000 for Iran, Korea and the Philip- 
pines. 

Similar amounts have been ap- 
proved previously by the house, 
which cut in half the $1,160,990,- 
000 asked by the President for 
European members of the Atlan- 
tic alliance.

“T don’t like the city’s going in- 
to the cattle business and I don’t 
think ‘it’s legal,” said Smith. 

Other council members decided 
to defer the $2,500 purchase until 
City Attorney Henry M. Busch 
could rule on its legality. 

“We don’t want to get into more 
legal hotwater,” said Councilman 


Miller Dietz, “but I don’t see why 


we can’t go into the cattle busi- 
ness. We're in the grape business 
the wine business and the airplane 
business, I don’t see where a few 
cows will hurt.” 


City Manager Harold Martin 
explained that the city has a large

LONDON (AP)—Charges of 
plotting a Balkan war were 
hurled at Premier Marshal 
Tito of Yugoslavia last night 
as the Russian-led campaign. 
against him took a new turn. 
While diplomatic and other 
surces still sought to fathom 
the implications of Russia’s threat 
to take effective measures” 
against the Tito regime, a Ro- 
manian Communist leader made 
the new accusation. 

The Romanian, vice Premier 
Gheorghe Gheorghiu-Dej, said 
Tito was “plotting to set ablaze 
the Balkan powder keg. He 
spoke at a rally attended by some 
8,000 “seiect’’ Romanian Reds in 
| Bucharest. 

CALLED TRAITOR 

Marshel Klementi Voroshilov, @ 
member of Russia’s politburo, 
spoke at the same rally and as 
sailed Tito as a ‘traitor who has 
become the most bitter enemy of 
the Soviet Union and the people’s 
democracies.” 

Foliowing the lead of recent 
Soviet notes assailing the Yugo- 
slav government, Voroshilov 
sought to link Tito with Fascism. 
| Similarly, he accused him of ne- 
i gotiating with the west “behind 
the backs of the Soviet Union and 
the people’s Democracies.” 

Both speakers fell into the fa- 
miliar pattern of attacks on 
| AeRn beet Reese Imperialism.” 
| The new cominform assault fol- 
| lowed a day in which western and 
neutral diplomats in Yugoslavia 
| were reported jittery, although 
discounting a flood of rumors 
about troop: movements near the 
Yugoslav borders. 

LIKENED TO HITLER 

British newspapers, commenting 
on the Soviet threats against 
Yugo-Slavia, likened them to the 
| language used by Hitler» as he 
prepared to march against Ger- 
many’s smaller neighbors. 

Most diplomatic sources, how- 
ever, felt the new moves by Rus- 
sia and Cominform (Communist 
International Information Bureau) 
spokesmen Were only art of a war

There was no sign of weaken- 
ing among the Tito forces. The 
Yugoslav leader, thrown out of 
the Cominform because he object- 
ed to the complete subservience 
of his country to Moscow, gave 
no hint that he was ready to 
capitulate.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala.—iEver try 
to hit a golf ball with your eyes 
closed ? 

Then you'll admire Charlie Bos- 
well, a champion who walops 
them straight ahd far although he 
can’t see. 
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Pretty soon Charlie was bang- 
ing away every chance he got. 
The game was a challenge and he 
was determined to master it. The 
record shows that he did. 

His friends say he probably will 
be shooting in the middle 80's 
soon. Quite often he whips a golfer 
who has eyesight, a feat that at- 
fords him immense satisfaction. 

Charlie is married and has two 
children—a hoy and a girl. He is 
an avid baseball and football fan, 
plays bridge and lixes to “read 
bouvk recordings at his comfort- 
able home here. 

Shortly after Charlie came home 
from the war, the Alabama foot- 
ball team played an intra-squad 
benefit game for him. People from 
all over the state came to “Bos- 
well Day” and bought $30,uvu 
worth of tickets. It was enough 
to. stake Charlie to a fair start 
as a civilian. 

On his recent tournament jaunt, 
Charlie was talking golf with

‘That's the value of 
it to the blind fellow—to tackle a 
job and overpower it. 

“Practice-—-that’s what does it; 
constant practice. Eventually you 
begin to get:a fifth sense to make 
up for your.lost eyesight. You, get 
so you can. fecl a course out.” 

Charlie took up golfing while 
convalescing at Valley Forge, Pa., 
veterans hospital in 1945. Blind 
veterans were encouraged to take 
part in a sports. orientation pro- 


“Bob, you just don’t putt right,” 
commented Charlie. ‘I can tell by 
the sound. of the ball.’ 

Whereupon Charlie and Grant 
Thomas got out a putter and some 
balls, laid a water glass on the 
floor 15 feet away and flind gol- 
fer Boswell proceeded to give bind 
golfer Allman a putting lesson. 

“And do you know,” says All- 
man, “within 15 minutes I was 
putting a good percentage of them 
into the glass!

Sixty per cent of California 
union contracts provide for holi- 
days with pay, announced Paul 
Scharrenberg, Director of Indus- 
trial Relations. A report on a 
survey of more than 1,200 union 
contracts in effect in California 
in 1948 has just been released by 
the Division of Labor Statistics 
and Research of the Department 
of Industrial Relations. 
| the report ‘Union Labor in 
California, 1948” reveals that half 
of the contracts with paid holi- 
| days provided for 6 or fewer paid 
holidays and that half had 7 or 
|more. Six paid holidays, in 38 
per cent of the agreements, and 7, 
in 24 per cent, were the numbers 
most frequently specified.

Lindane Suggested as Control for 
Black Widow Spiders by Spraying 


Black widow spiders may be 
controlled by spraying the prem- 
ises with Lindane, the new chem- 
ical spray recommended for fly 
control in dairy barns. 


A. L. Campbell, assistant farm 


advisor for San Bernardino coun- 
ty, says lindane may be used as 
a water suspension spray or aS an 
emulsion. For a suspension spray 
he recommends one-half pound of 
25 per cent wettable lindane for 
each gallon of water. 


One gallon of this solution will 
cover 300 to 400 square feet of 
surface, and protect it against 
spiders for over two months. For 


lan emulsion spray, dilute an em- 


ulsion concentrate with water to
